Such 
signature  must  be  made  or  acknow¬ 
ledged  by  the  Testator  In  the  presence 
of  two  witnesses,  who  must  be  present 
at  the  same  time,  and  such  witnesses 
must  attest  and  subscribe  the  will  in 
the  presence  of  the  Testator.

small  institutions  who  would  like 

to  see  the 

extension  of  large 

central  Hospitals. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  numbers 

of  patients) 

beds,  and  operations,  yet  it  is  curious  that  the  number  of  bed-days 
has  decreased.  This  must  be  due  to  the  efficiency  and  care  of 
the  Hospital  staff. 

The  sums  received  from  patients  and  the  Government 
for  empty  beds  have  been  less  than  patients  payments  last  year 
by  only  £36,  but  the  loss  is  more  than  covered  by  the  further 
increase  of  receipts  from  the  Contributory  Scheme;  these  are  up 
by  £77. 


After  another  year  s  working  the  Committee  are  satisfied 
that  the  Contributory  Scheme  is  of  great  service.  More  members 
have  received  treatment  during  the  year,  and  the  list  of  members 
continues  to  grow. 

In  the  last  year  the  cost  of  each  patient  has  risen  to 
£4  12s.  9d  per  week,  and  it  is  likely  that  the  figures  will  show 
a  sharp  increase  in  the  present  year. 

In  common  with  other  institutions  the  receipts  from 
subscriptions  and  voluntary  sources  have  fallen.  The  League  of 
Mercy  has  again  given  £,50. 

There  have  been  no  extensions  of  buildings,  and  every 

economy  possible  has  been  made  in  repairs  and  renewals  and  the 
running  expenses  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Sunlight  Clinic  is  used  more  than  ever,  though 
donations  towards  the  cost  of  this  show  a  decrease.  At 
present  no  charge  is  made  for  the  violet  ray  treatment. 

The  finances  of  the  Hospital  are  limited  and  the  times 
are  difficult.  At  one  time  the  Hospital’s  overdraft  from  the 
Bank  grew  alarmingly  and  to  save  the  Hospital  the  cost  of 
interest  two  friends  lent  the  sum  of  £450.  The  money  was  lent 
free  of  interest  and  the  Committee  are  very  grateful. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  say  something  has  been 
achieved  in  the  provision  of  a  separate  Children’s  Ward.  This 
is  temporary  and  is  accommodated  in  the  large  private  ward 
given  by  Mr.  S.  A.  Courtauld.  Present  conditions  prevent  the 
fulfilment  of  any  more  ambitious  scheme  because  of  the  cost  of 
alterations  and  equipment. 

The  great  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  gift  of  £3,500 
Conversion  Stock  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Will  of  the  late 
Mr.  A.  H.  L.  Bohrmann.  This  is  given  as  an  endowment  of  our 
permanent  Children’s  Ward. 

Another  sum  of  nearly  £60  was  raised  by  a  Garden  Fete 
for  the  Children’s  Ward  and  for  the  time  being  this  money  has 


been  invested.  Those  concerned  in  raising  the  money  are  cordially 
thanked. 

The  Government  has  included  our  hospital  in  its  Emergency 
Scheme  for  Wartime  casualties  and  the  Committee  and  staff  have 
done  their  best  to  prepare  themselves  for  any  call  that  may  be 
made  on  them.  Compensation  is  paid  for  beds  kept  empty  and  a 
reserve  of  equipment  has  been  stocked.  The  Out-patients  block 
is  now  equipped  as  a  First  Aid  Post  and  Cleansing  Station. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  acknowledge  the  great 
assistance  given  by  ladies  on  Rose  Day,  Pound  Day,  and  Egg 
Week,  also  by  the  members  of  the  Linen  League  and  Ladies 
Working  Party. 

The  many  friends  who  help  the  Hospital  by  collecting 
Subscriptions  and  in  the  work  of  the  Contributory  Scheme  continue 
to  give  their  support  loyally  and  the  Committee  thank  them  all. 

The  Medical  Officers,  and  the  Matron  and  her  staff  have 
had  to  work  in  difficult  conditions  and  the  Committee  thank  them 
for  their  unstinted  services.
